That the state dog laws have been 
badly neglected in Adams county but 
will be rigidly enforced from now on 
was the 
emphatic 
statement 
this 
morning of James G. Fox, of H ar­ 
risburg, special representative of the 
department of agriculture. 
“Upon examination of the records 
here,” said Mr. Fox, “I find that not 
one dog owner has been prosecuted 
in Adams county this year. From now 
on there will he prosecutions and it 
will be 
well for all 
dog owners to 
realize that failure to procure licenses 
means a fine of HOO or three months 
imprisonment. ” 
The commissioners 
informed Mr. 
Fox that they would do all in their 
power to co-operate with him in en­ 
forcing the state dog laws in Adams 
county. 
According 
to the returns 
of the 
assessors there 
are 2856 
dogs 
in 
Adams county. There is every reason 
to believe, however, that this figure 
is only about half of the number of 
dogs that are owned by Adams coun­ 
ty 
people. 
The records 
of Roy E. 
Z<mn, county treasurer, 
shows that 
2376 licenses for 1920 have been is­ 
sued, leaving only 480 dogs at large, 
supposedly, when it is known gener­ 
ally that the stray animals in 
this 
county mount into the thousands. 
The duty of seeing 
that all 
dogs 
are licensed properly falls upon the 
constables, 
and Mr. Fox 
informed 
the commissioners that they 
should 
either see that these 
borough 
and 
township officials 
do their 
duty or 
else procure other men to take their 
places.

enforcement

more than the value of her industrial 
products 
iii 19IG, 
when 
they were 
worth 
$6,219,768,300. 
In 1917 
the 
lvalue of the Keystone State’s indus­ 
tria l output was $8,136,577,900, show­ 
ing 
that during three 
of the 
war 
| years Pennsylvania made steady and 
healthy progress in industry. 
Figures 
for 1919 
are now 
being 
| compiled by the statistical bureau and 
I those already tabulated indicate that 
.during the first 
year of the 
recon­ 
struction period, Pennsylvania appar­ 
ently lost none of her industrial prow­ 
ess. 
It is true 
that 
1919 
figures 
will show decreases in some particular 
items but in others decisive gains will 
I be shown so that in the final analysis 
the year will stand as a record break­ 
er above all other warless years. 
Chief Gottschall’s reports show that 
the daily payroll in 1918 in Pennsyl­ 
vania was 
$7,G99,597. 
In 1917 
the 


I daily 
payroll was $4,587,270 
and in 
11916 it was $3,560,815 so that during 
the three yeurs it more than doubled. 
In the year 1916 the industries of 
Pennsylvania represented a total in­ 
vested 
capital of $4,211,195,800.

REPORT REVEALS 
CUT IN ACREAGE 


Winter Wheat Crop in State is 
H3 Der Cent of 
Normal. 


That all 
Pennsylvania 
crops 
are 
from two to three weeks late, a de­ 
crease in the estimated production of 
winter wheat, oats, and barley, due to 
lack of help and unfavorable weather, 
and a decline 
of 6 per cent 
in the 
condition of hay are the important 
features 
of the 
report just issued 
by G. L. Morgan, Field Agent 
for 
Pennsylvania of the Bureau of Crop 
Estim ates, United States Department 
of Agriculture. 
The condition of the Winter wheat 
crop on June I was estim ated at 83 
per cent 
of a normal 
indicating a 
yield of 17.1 bushels per acre and u 
total production of 26,351,000 bushels 
as compared with 26,813,000 bushels. 
.May I estim ate, 28,655,000 
bushels, 
last year’s final estim ates, 
and 23,- 
722,000 bushels, the average produc­ 
tion for the past ten years. 
The Spring wheat area sown this 
spring is estimated at 88 per cent 
of 
last year’s 
acreage 
or 
23,000 
acres. 
The condition 
on June 
I 
was 86 per cent of 
a normal indi­ 
cating a yield of 14.6 
bushels 
per 
acre and a total production of 335,- 
800 bushels as compared with BOO,* 
OOO bushels last year. •

to go ahead with 
this work and that 
he understood the state would send out 
these men at no expense to a borough. 
The Council quickly passed a motion 
requesting a landscape man be sent to 
look at the Hospital grounds. 
The Council announced before 
ad­ 
journment that any of the property 
owners along Chambersburg or York 
streets could make part payments of 
their share of the paving to the Bor­ 
ough Treasurer at any time.
